Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a, patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claimsl-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Siddiq et al which 
teach compound according to the invention.

present; claim 2 ri/p/q are zero; claim 3 p/q are zero. See abstract. 

Claims 4-31 are not included as the reference does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
compounds or method of using them. 

Claim Rejections -55 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the 
applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 8-10, 13-23, 24-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The transitional term 'comprising', which is synonymous with 'including', 'containing', 
or 'characterized by', is inclusive or open-ended and does not exclude additional unrecited 
elements or method steps. Moleculon Research Corp. v. CBS, Inc., 793 F.2d 1261, 229 USPQ 
805 (Fed, Cir. 1986); In re Baxter, 656 R2d 679, 686, 210 USPQ 795, 803 (CCPA 1981); Ex 
parte Davis, 80 USPQ 448, 450 (Bd. App. 1948) ('comprising' leaves 'the claim open for the 
inclusion of unspecified ingredients even I major amounts'). See MPEP 21 1 .03. 

Claims 4-7, 11-12, 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
